MAYOR’S OFFICE,

ATLANTA, GEORGIA, 
MARCH 21ST, 1941. 

WHEREAS. by an act adopted by the 
general assembly and approved by His 
Excellency, the Governor of the state of 
Georgia, the state of Georgia officially 
adopted Eastern Standard Time as the 
only standard time for the entire state 
of Georgia: and, 

WHEREAS, said act became operative 
immediately upon its approval by the 
Governor; and, 

WHEREAS, the City of Atlanta has 
before the adoption of such law op- 
erated upon Central Standard Time; and, 

WHEREAS, in order to prevent confu- 
sion and to shew a spirit of co-opera- 
tion with the general assembly and the 
Governor of this state it is fit and 
proper that the City of Atlanta and all 
of its citizens do now adopt and adhere 
to the provisions of the act referred to. 

THEREFORE, BY THE AUTHORITY

waukee, Wis., which has been called the No. 1 defense labor headache. 
The White House was said to have authorized strong action if nec- 


essary. The plant has $45,000,000 
involving Navy equipment. 
Government defense officials 
also endeavored to end a strike 
of 400 workmen at the Inglewood 
(Cal.) plant of the Harvill Die 
Casting Corporation. The dispute 
threatens to impede the entire 
west coast aircraft production. | 
Thomas F. Burns, consultant of 
the Office of Production Manage- 
ment, scheduled conferences with, 
the CIO Die Casters’ Association 
Which sponsored the walkout, 
seeking a basis for adjustment of 
grievances against the company. | 
The union seeks wage increases. |

California aircraft producers,

They had engaged 
in a 17-day strike as _ protest 
against employement of four CIO 
electricians on the air field 
project. 

Mediation Successful. 


Federal mediation apparently 
ended the strike danger at three 
Detroit plants of the Ford Motor 
Company, which holds $154,000,- 
000 in defense contracts. Labor 
Conciliator James F. Dewey said 
the company had agreed to rein- 
state about 1,000 men allegedly 
discharged for union activity. The 
CIO automobile workers 
threatened strikes at Ford’s Lin- 
coln, River Rouge and Highland 
Park plants, where they have re- 
quested National Labor Board 
elections. More than 100,000 work- 
ers are affected.

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The War at Sea 

As the story of the war slowly emerges, 
day by day, it is becoming more emphatically 
clear that the outcome rests upon command 
of the sea. 

The most dangerous point in the entire 
British line, is the North Atlantic. The Nazis 
are striking heavy blows at that sea lane and 
every man knows that, could the line of sup- 
ply between the United States and Britain once 
be broken, completely, Hitler would have vic- 
tory within his grasp. 

That Britain, aided by the United States, 
will be able to keep the Atlantic “Bridge of 
Ships” operating there is, however, little doubt. 
First fruits of the enactment of the lease-lend 
bill will be ships. Indeed, it was clearly stated 
by President Roosevelt, in his speech of last 
Saturday, that some of this help was already 
on the way. Destroyers will be lent, in addi- 
tion to the 50 transferred last year. Mos- 
quito boats, effective against submarines in 
the waters around Britain, will go over, These 
will release British destroyers and other ships, 
now necessarily kept in home waters, for At- 
lantic patrol duty. 

It is quite possible the convoy system will 
be abandoned. There are many experts who 
believe that a constant patrol over the north- 
ern route—2,000 miles long—will be more 
effective. ‘Thus a lane would be kept con- 
stantly open. There would be losses of some 
ships, undoubtedly, but it is believed the total 
losses would be less than under the convoy 
method, because the convoys provide a bunched 
target for’ the Nazi U-boats and _ surface 
raiders. 

Too, by individual movement of ships, the 
delays involved in gathering a convoy togeth- 
er, and the necessity of limiting speed of all 
to that of the slowest, would be avoided. Many 
fast ships could make two or three crossings 
in the time it now takes a convoy to cross 
once. 

There is, moreover, another angle to the 
‘issue of sea power which is almost as im- 
portant as the Atlantic situation. That is the 
new battle front rapidly developing in the 

Balkans. Under present circumstances expert 
observers have said that Britain can place, 
and maintain, an army of 500,000 men in 
Greece. Greece has an army of 500,000. It is 
estimated that 200,000 of these can hold the 
Italians in Albania in check, leaving 300,000 
to join with the British in the coming struggle 
with the Nazi armies gathering in Bulgaria. 

However, maintenance of that British force 
in Greece depends upon continued British con- 
trol of the eastern Mediterranean. Britain 
holds that control today. Italy has been ren- 
dered completely hors de combat in so far 
as seapower is concerned. So fully have the 
Italian ships of war been swept from the 
Mediterranean that it is now considered fea- 
sible for this country to declare the Red sea 
no longer a war zone, thus permitting Ameri- 
can shipping to enter that sea and thus aid 
in transporting of supplies from this country. 

The war may be decided on that new 
Balkan front. If, howeyer, the Atlantic 
ocean problem could be solved, Britain could 
send to Greece not 500,000 men and their full 
equipment, but 1,000,000. For solution of the 
Atlantic problem would release _ sufficient 
British naval power to transport and to supply 
at least 1,000,000 men in Greece. And Britain’s 
military strength today, not only at home but 
from Canada, Australia, New Zealand and the 
other units in the great commonwealth of 
nations, is ample to spare such a force. 

The Balkan campaign is not going to de- 
velop into another Dunkerque. For once the 
Nazi force will face a force of at least com- 
mensurate strength. The mountainous ter- 
rain is not suitable for the blitzkrieg methods 
that proved so effective in the low countries 
and in France. 

If, with the aid of this country, Britain can 
clear the Atlantic lanes of the greater part of 


the present enemy menace there, it may well 
be that the outcome of the war will be de- 
cided in the Balkans. 

In any event, the presence of a great Brit- 


That is, 
where can Britain land an invading army in 
Europe? The answer is, in Greece. 

And it should be noted that, first in Africa 
and now in Greece, Britain has wrested the 
element of surprise from the hands of Hitler. 
Which is a valuable strategic asset in any 
war.

Master Traffic Study 

The legislature gave Fulton and DeKalb 
counties a constitutional amendment on which 
the people will vote to determine if they desire 
to set up a master traffic plan. It is to be 
hoped the people will desire it. 

The Governor has announced he will hold 
a hearing on the bill before signing it. It is 
not believed he will veto it, as it is something 
which goes before the people for their vote and 
the Governor always has been willing to let 
the voice of the people be heard. 

Unfortunately, the enabling act did not pass 
this session of the legislature, failing to get the 
required second reading. 

This is unfortunate because traffic reform 
for Fulton and DeKalb counties and their cities 
greatly is needed. It may be, however, that this 
has worked out for the best. If the people will 
vote for the constitutional amendment author- 
izing such a plan, there will be time between 
this session and the next for the representa- 
tives of Decatur and DeKalb, Atlanta and Ful- 
ton, to sit down at a table, work out what they 
want, and submit it to their representatives in 
the legislature with the request they have it 
passed. 

Until the enabling act is passed the au- 
thority, if the people vote it, is impotent. Pres- 
ent plans should provide for the earnest sup- 
port of that proposal and equally serious ef- 
forts to agree on a plan. Those who worked 
on the plan submitted are to be contragulated 
for a patriotic, sincere effort to solve the prob- 
lem. They made very real progress. It now re- 
mains for all of us to assist, with public in- 
terest, the passage of the constitutional amend- 
ment and, at the next session, the vital en- 
abling act, after a mutually acceptable plan 
has been agreed upen by the two counties and 
the two cities. 

The communities of Atlanta and Decatur 
depend on traffic reform for progress. It is 
disappointing it cannot be had at this time. 
But a start has been made and it can be 
carried on to success at the next session.

PATRIOTS IN THE SENATE Now that the pipe line issue has 


been settled, after nine separate 
votes in the house and senate of the state legislature, I trust it is 
possible to discuss certain aspects of it without being accused of 
partisanship. 

Now that it is done, however, it is disquieting to find 27 mem- 
bers of the state senate, who voted against the measure, being held 
up as unpatriotic and selfish persons who betrayed their country, 
Can it be the witch-hunters already are at work? 

This is to deny the right of self-determination and the right of 
representation to an elected official, to say nothing of impugning 
his character and his citizenship. A man may vote his convic- 
tions and still be a patriot. 

One may discuss the members of the senate without discussing 
the pipe line issue. This I would like to do. 

Only one ignorant of the character of the men in the state senate 
would view them as lacking in patriotism and love of country. The 
27 men who voted against the measure are, I am sure, no better 
and no worse than the 18 who voted for it. The 27 who defeated 
the measure are well enough known in their own communities and 
in the state to need no defense against any charges of being scoun- 
drels and traitors to their country merely because they were in 
opposition. Nevertheless, for the sake of the record, I think it 
should be set down. They are all well known. They are outstand- 
ing men in their communities. Their private and political records 
are well known and established. 

It will be most harmful to the cause of democracy and of patriot- 
ism if the time comes when a man cannot vote his honest con- 
victions without being denounced as a traitor. The charge, in so far 
as these men of integrity were concerned, is too fantastic to receive 
any credence on the part of the general public. 

There are no better patriots and no better citizens than these 
men who voted their own convictions. There are, of course, others 
as good. But the senate contains none whose record of service 
to state and country is better. They are as honest and as patriotic 
as their opponents. All of them voted their convictions, 

It is alarming that hysteria has grown, well before we are in 
the war, that witch-hunting and denouncements of a man’s patriot- 
ism already have begun. Thinking persons had hoped we would be 
spared that disgrace which marred the record of experience in our 


first World War. 

ALL FOR THE BEST It is my own personal idea that the 
pipe line is inevitable; that it will 

come in time in the name of progress. It will contribute to the 

industrial growth of the southeast. 

Asa consistent reader of the Bible, I am convinced that all 
things work for good. It probably was the best thing for the pipe 
lines themselves that this last bill was defeated. Had it passed, the 
people, I believe, would have come.-to resent it. 

The bill called for the state to give away the right of eminent 
domain to an admittedly private enterprise for construction of a 
project from which the people would have had no gain. 

The bill carried no taxation measure and the pipe line was not 
a common carrier. The saving would not have been enough to reduce 
prices of gasoline to the consumer. 

So, it is my idea the pipe line people, from a publie relations 
viewpoint, were lucky to fail in the ninth effort. If, in time, they 
come to take over. the transportation of gasoline, then the public 
will expect them to assume their share of the tax burden. Failure 
to do this, once the national emergency had passed, would result 
in a long and bitter fight which would destroy existing good will, 
Until the pipe line people do assume the status of a common carrier 
,the people would not want the state to give away the right of emi- 
nent domain. The state cannot, and should not, dispose of something 
so valuable except it receive for it a worth-while price. 

So, it is my idea the pipe lines were lucky that this ninth effort 
failed. The bill had to be drawn hastily and it was obvious that 
such was done, It was not a good bill for the pipe lines or for 
Georgia.

with most of those with whom we do busi- 
ness—commercially and agriculturally. 
_ No longer is the state divided against itself—one-third on one 
time and two-thirds on another. 

That there should be some slight confusion until the ICC makes 
the change in railroad schedules is inevitable. But, at worst, it is 
no more than we were used to in the summers with daylight time. 

Charges that it is difficult on people who work really do not 
stand up. 

The people in towns 40 miles from Atlanta do work. They have 
been on Eastern time for a long time. 

Emory University has been on Eastern time so far as the railroad 
was concerned, 

Buford, a mere 40 miles away, has had Eastern time for years. 

Athens has had it since it was established. And the working 
people of Athens and Buford know no hardship from it. 

It is a matter of good*sense. This morning, at 8 o'clock, it still 
is just 8 o’clock, It is 8 o’clock in Athens and not 9 o'clock as it 
would be if the state were not on one time. 

It is a progressive step. Any change brings forth some objections. 
But this one should bring forth fewer than any other major change 
we've had. 

_ Two-thirds of the state has had Eastern time all these years. We 
in the remaining third are joining them. The majority rules. 

Somehow, it pleases me to know that when I awake and look 
at my watch I am looking at the correct time in Georgia. It will 
be the same time in every city in the state. 

We get the same amount of rest and sleep; we get up no earlier 
than people do anywhere else in the state. I think, orice the newness 
has worn off, we'll like it.

Sunday’s lesson, Luke 22:39 
through 23:56, is the tragic story 
of the mock trial of the Son of 
God and His crucifixion. The trial 
of Jesus included six arraign- 
ments, three before the ecclesias- 
tical a'ithorities from 2 to 5 o’clock 
a. m., and three before the civil 
authorities between 6 and 8 a. m. 

Space does not permit a detailed 
account of these trials, but it is 
sufficient to say that in no one of 
the six trials was there a semblance 
of evidence upon which Jesus 
could have been convicted of any 
crime. 

Pilate; realizing the en:barrass- 
ing Situation which confronted 
him, sought a compromise. He 
declared that he could find noth- 
ing in the charges that would jus- 


tify condemning Jesus, and sug- 


gested that Jesus be chastised and 
Admitting ‘hat He 
should be acquitted, Pilate made 
the fatal mistake of trying to cur- 
ry favor with the mob, and the 
mob took advantage of his cow- 
ardly attitude.

But the crowd shouted, “Crucify 
Him!” And Pilate, weak

Required to bear His cross to 
the place of the skull, Jesus

to bear the cross all the way. It 
was 9 o’clock, forenoon, when 
the Roman _ soldiers, detailed to 
crucify Jesus, .performed their 
bloody task. Greater agony than 
crucifixion has never been xnown 
by human nerves. On either side 
of the Son of God were crosses, 
and dying upon those crosses 
were two notorious criminals. Th ° 
the prophecy of Isaiah vs ful- 
filled—‘He was numbered among 
the transgressors,” Isaiah 53:12. 
Space does not permit discussion 


‘of the seven words from the cross, 


nor of many another vital truth 
associated with His condemnation 
and crucifixion. 

Why did God permit His Son 
thus betrayec and crucified? Not 
because He was guilty. No. But 
because God loved sinners “God 
commendeth His love towards us 
in that while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us.” It was for 
that purpose Jesus came ito the 
world.

Delays F.D.R. 
Fishing Cruise 


President Drops Hook in 
Harbor as Potomac 


Rides at Anchor. 


By The Associated Press. 

ABOARD U. S. S. BENSON, 
PORT EVERGLADES: Fla., March 
21.—The White House yacht Po- 
tomac, bearing President Roose- 
velt and several high government 
officials, remained at anchor here 
tonight, but indications were the 
vessel and its destroyer would put 
to sea about 9 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. 


The chief executive and his 
party had planned to leave for a 
fishing cruise either last night or 
today, but because of unfavorable 
weather conditions the Potomac 
and the Benson stayed in port. 

The weather cleared consider 
ably this afternoon, however, and 
word came from the Potomac to- 
night that unless there are unfor- 
seen developments the voyage will 
begin tomorrow. 

Mr. Roosevelt was. getting a rest, 
even though it was not on a cruise 
as he had expected. He sat on the 
“fan tail’ of the Potomac and 
dropped a fishing line over the 
side. 

The Potomac, a fommer coast 
guard cutter, rides none too eas- 
ily, even on moderate seas. Some 
of the chief executive’s fishing 
companions would not be pleased 
at the prospects of rough seas. 
Secretary Ickes, for example, con- 
ceded that he was a rather poor 
sailor. The yacht was anchored 
directly astern of the German 
freighter Arauca, flying a black 
and white swastika flag. The 
freighter escaped from a British 
warship and took refuge at Port 
Everglades in December, 1939, 
and has been here ever since. 

Sailors with rifles patroled the 
docks nearest the Potomac and 
Benson and one bluejacket was 
stationed at the Arauca gangway. 
Late in the day the Coast Guard 
was ordered to station guards on 
the stern of the Arauca and also 
on a dredge tied up near by as 
long as the Potomac lay at anchor 
in the harbor.

COCO, THE $5,000 INDIAN ELEPHANT. 


Two varieties of elephants dom- | 
inate the jungle giants now in 
captivity. They’re the Indian 
(Elaphas maximus) and the Af- 
rican (Loxodonta africana) but 
you can tell them most readily by 
the diversity in size and shape of 
their ears. The African has the 
larger ear. Both kinds are divisi- 
ble into a number of forms, no 
less than 11 subspecies of the Af- 
rican elephant having been rec- 
ognized by one authority. Old 
Coco, the $5,000 elephant pictured 
above, is of the Indian variety. 
He and Alice, worth $3,000, are 
the two members of the Grant 
Park Zoo. 

The average height of the In- 
dian elephant is about eight and 
one-half feet.

like other animals. The young 
grasps the nipple with the side of 
its mouth.

With good’ care, the elephant 
lives a long time while in captiv- 
ity. Some authors claim they live 
125 and even 150 years, but it is 
supposed that 75-100 years is 
about the average life of an ele- 
phant. The principal food for 
these animals in captivity is hay, 
oats, bran, carrots and potatoes. 

The tusks of elephants are the 
incisor teeth and are the chief 
source of commercial ivory. Some 
of the extinct elephants, such as 
the mastodon, had tusks in the 
lower as well as the upper jaws. 
A single tusk of an East African 
bull elephant has been known to 
weigh 235 pounds, but this, of 
course, is far in excess of the nor- 
mal weight even of the tusk of a 
large animal. The average tusk 
weight of an old bull elephant to- 
day is 40 pounds. Tusks of fe- 
males are smaller but often much 
longer.

WASHINGTON, March 21. —

American canned beef. 

But other administration _ stal- 
warts leaped into the fray today 
and indirectly sought to take from 
Wallace the stigma of having been 
responsible for rejection by a 32- 
to-32 tie vote of the administra- 
tion’s plea to “let us buy Argen- 
tine beef.” 

Senate Democratic Leader Al- 
ben W. Barkley announced that 
when the chamber convenes Mon- 
day, he will seek to have the of- 
ficial journal changed to show that 
Senator Russell, of Georgia, vot- 
ed “aye” and that the administra- 
tion-sponsored amendment to per- 
mit the purchases was adopted by 
a 33~to-32 vote. 

Barkley said he and several oth- 
er senators distinctly heard Rus- 
sell say “aye’’ when the clerk 
called his name. Several report- 
ers in the’ press. gallery 
thought they heard it. Russell 
said they were right. He said he 
left the chamber immediately aft- 
erward, and was not present when

the clerk did not read his name in
